An exhaustive series of questions 
was put by Mr. J. P, Braga at tho 
third annual mecting of the Hong- 
kong Engineering and Construction 
Company, Limited, held at the 
offices of Messrs Shewan, Tomes 
and Co., this morning. / 

Mr. R. G. Showan was in tho 
chair and there were also present 
the Hon. Sir Paul Chater, the Rev. 
Father Robert, Mr. J. Scott Har- 
ston (directors), Mr? S. C. Cook 
(Secretary), Messrs, Fung Tat- 
hang, J. P, Braga, Li Po-chun, J.

Guin (shareholders). 


CHAIRMAN'S SPEECH. 


The Secretary having read the 
notice convening tie meeting, the 
Chairman said:;—Gentlemen, The 
report and’ accounts ‘have been 
in your hands for some 
‘days ound, with your permis- 
sion, we will dispense with the 
reading of them now. At our 
meeting lust yenr, 1 referred.to cer- 
tnin contracts with the Hongkony 
Government, which were, causing 
losses, and I said that the dimMcul- 
ties encountered had been overcome 
and work was proceeding more 
satisfactorily. This was true at 
that time, as we had succeedc, 
after long and difficult negotiations, 
in placing uper a proper basis our 
arrangements for the supply of 
Inbour and materials, and had good 
renson to hope that the worst wis 
over, The engineer formerly {n 
charge of these contracts had pre- 
viously been called upon for an 
explanation of various matters con- 
nected therewith, and, ‘ashe could 
give no satisfactory answer to the 
questions put to him, he was 
dismissed from, the Company's 
service and subsequently left the 
Colony. Tt was discovered that the 
engineer in question had made 


commitments (without the sanction 
or knowledge of the Directors) in 
a most recklesgy = manner and 
apparently without regard to the 
ultimate outcome of the contracts, 
and it was not an easy matter to 
arrive at a satisfactory understand- 
ing with the parties concerned. Af 
time went on, however, it became 
apparent that the estimates of our 
Jate engineer, upon which the 
tenders in connection with the 
contracts above referred to were 
based; were made out on far .too 
low a basis to lead to anything but 
severe loss, quite apart from 
the ‘initial losses and deapite the 
economies we had effected. 
As soon as we realised this, 
which was about the middle of 1924, 
we placed our case before the 
Government, and were informed 
that any representations we desired 
to mnke would be considered by 
Government on the satisfactory 
completion of the contracts in ques- 
tion. We expect to finish these partt- 
cular contracts within the next few 
months, In order, to show | the 
osition as clearly as posgible in 
the accounts, your Directors have 
felt compelled to provide in the 
Profit and Loss Account for an 
estimated loss on Government con- 
tracts to tho extent of $310,000. 
This represents the situation on 
the 31st. December last as nearly 
aa can he estimated. What tho 
final ontcome of these contracts, 
will be is extremely difficult! to 
forecast, and I can only any, at 
this stage, that I do not think !t 
ean be much worse and may bo a 
ttle better.

FRENCH LEVY BILL. 


PROVISIONS EXPLAINED. 


Paris, April 7. 


M. Demonzio has announced 
that the interest on the new per- 
petual rentes to be issued to sub- 
scribers of the voluntary ten per 
cent, capital tax is fixed at three 
per cont. The issue will be at 
par, not exempt from taxation, 


All personsSiliable to income 
tax, with the exception of wage 
earners, who do not subscribe a 
tenth part of their capital, will 
be exceptionally taxed on tho 
amount of their default. 


Tho subscription is payable 
quarterly, for five yeare,} seorsneeiss 

M. Demonzie sums up tho 
measure as the maximum option 
and minimum constraint Bill. 

The embodying proposals when 
tabled in the Chamber to-day will 
be immediately referred to the 
finance committee for its report, 
hence they will not be debated 
before Thursday or Friday. 

Tho Socialists are submitting 
to the committee a counter pro- 
ject providing for a ten per cont. 
capital levy, but this is simply a 
party demonatration. The Socia- 
lists are expected to vote for M. 
Demonzie’s Bill.— Reuter. 

Paris, April 7,

NEW METHOD OF 
COLLECTION, 


London, April 7, 

The Honse sf Commons has 
unanimously passed a resolution, 
moved by Mr, Winston Churchill, 
suspendings the Garman Re. 
Paration Heeovery Act of 1921, 
impoking & 26 per cont. livy on - 
German imports to England; and 
substituting an alternative 
inethod not involving payments 
by individual merchants, without 
Prejudicing tho righta of tho 
British Governmont in respect of 
the Act. 

Mr. Churchill said the Act had 
produced over twenty-five mil- 
lions sterling for the British 
Treasury. The new arrange- 
ment was duo to Germany's de- 
sire for a method more ac- 
coptable to her, and the fact that 
the levy, owing to the revival of 
Anglo-German trade, had Iatterly ‘ 
been producing more then the 
British sbaro- of reparations. 
Tho Government was satisfied 
that the German Government 
would co-operate loyally in the 
new system, which would pro- 
duce the same results as tho 
levy with far less friction or . 
disturbance of international 
trade. The arrangement was a 
small stop towards European 
appoasoment and restoration. 

The Labourite, Mr. - William 
Graham, and Mr. Lloyd George, 
approved of tho now arrangement, 
The sole dissentient was Sir 
Frederick Wise, who askod 
whether the Dominions had been 
consulted with regard’ to the 
suspension of the levy. 

The House of Lords oarried 
without discussion a resolution 
similar to Mr. Churchill’s.— 
Reuter.
